Some 
bankers can’t see beyond their flat 
top desks when it comes to backing 
a water well driller who wants to 
grow and expand. If he’s overly cau 
tious, try one of his competitors. 

Once you've found the right man, 
don’t hesitate to take him into youn 
confidence. He'll appreciate youn 
frankness and be that much better 
prepared to help you along. Among 
other things, he'll ask for financial 
statements to satisfy himself that 
you're a good risk. This isn’t done 
from morbid curiosity, and if you 
can't furnish such statements it prob- 
ably means you don’t know just how 
vou stand yourself. 


Plan for Any Emergency 


Some contractors even go so lar as 
to float a loan betore they actually 
need it. Then, when an emergency 
arises, the wheels have already been 
greased and they can get a still larger 
amount without difficulty, provided, 
of course, that they carefully met 
commitments on the first loan. 

It’s well to remember that money 
is actually a commodity. You can 
get it cheaper some places than at 
others. And merely comparing in- 
terest rates is no way to judge what 
it’s costing use somebody 
else’s cash. 

For instance, one ol the most pop 
ular methods of repaying a loan is 


you’ to 
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by installments. Such loans usually 
run for a year, and although the 
stated rate may be 60% you really pay 
twice that amount. Usually half the 
loan is paid off when six months 
have expired, so the average amount 
of money you have in your possession 
is about half the face value of the 
note. 


Compare Imerest Rates 


Suppose you borrow $1,200 tor a 


vear at 6%, discounted in advance. 
Since the interest is $72 you will 
therelore receive 51,128. You agree 
to repay the principle in 5100 month 
ly installments over a year’s time. 
The first month vou have $1,128 at 
your disposal, the second month 
$1,028, and so on until the twelfth 
month when you have only 3528 to 
repay. By adding each of these 
monthly amounts and dividing by 
12, you find that you had an average 
ol $578 in your possession. A simplet 
method of arriving at this same fig 
ure is to add the balance for the 
first month to that for the last month 
and divide by two. ($1,128 plus 528 
equals $1,156, or an average of 5578.) 

In short, you have paid out $72 
lor the use of $578. Instead of 6% 
your interest rate is actually 12.46%. 
You'll undoubtedly decide it’s more 
economical to take out a different 
type of loan, despite the fact that you 
may be accustomed to installment 
payments. 

Another feature which sometimes 
contuses the real interest rate is the 
bank’s requirement that you main- 
tain a minimum deposit in your ac 
count as a condition of the loan. For 
example, you may borrow $1,200 fon 
a year at 64, again discounted in 
advance. You now have $1,128 which 
is payable in a lump sum at the end 
of 12 months. 

You are expected to maintain 206 
of the face value, or $240, in vour ac

Holes in the Ground— 
Drilled to Order

CCORDING to Marvin Nor- 
rs man, drilling contractor of 
Vienna, W. Va., “Holes in the 
Ground—Drilled to Order” is about 
the best way to cover the many angles 
of his drilling business. True, he is 
listed as a water well drilling con- 
tractor in the classified section of the 
phone book, and he does drill water 
wells, lots of them. But blast hole 
drilling, mine dewatering, holes for 
elevator rams—and lately oil wells 
take up so much of his time, that 
when asked about his business, Nor 
man just grinned good naturedly, 
and said: “Just holes in the ground. 
You name ‘em, and we'll drill ’em.” 
Norman ts a driller with wide and 
varied experience. He began drilling 
wells 20 years ago, working for his 
father, also a driller. In 1943 Marvin 
started out on his own and, backed 
by his years of invaluable experience 
under all kinds of conditions, his 
business has expanded until at pres- 
ent he is one of the leading drilling 
contractors in the Ohio River Valley. 
Marvin, in discussing his success 
ful beginning, thinks that it was due, 
in part, to the fact that the Norman 
name has been linked with the water 
well business for a number of vears. 
But after talking with this unassum 
ing driller, you have the definite im 
pression that he would have been 


just as successful had his name becn 
Smith. 

He started out with a No. 3 Key 
stone rig, but during the next fow 
years owned a Bucyrus-Erie 21-W 
22-W, and a 24-L. In the Spring of 
1947, he decided the 22-W was the rig 
best suited for his work, and bought 
two of them. Both are mounted on 
214-ton GMC trucks, and both have 
been busy constantly since their put 
chase. 

His other automotive equipment 
includes 1-ton and 2-ton Ford trucks, 
used for hauling pipe and other sup 
plies needed in his business. The 
l-ton Ford is also used to transport 
his 200-ampere gas-driven Lincoln 
electric welder, which is powered by 
a Wisconsin air-cooled motor. 


Handles Pumps, Water Systems 


Norman also maintains a machine 
shop and stockroom. Complete elec 
tric water systems, hand pumps, and 
repair parts are stocked in the latter 
For handling his pump repair serv 
ice, he has a Chevrolet panel truck. 
and employs a service man who is 
busy constantly. Norman also owns 
a 500-gal. Deming deep well turbine 
test pump. This piece of equipment 
is invaluable, he pointed out, be 
cause it’s the only one in the im 
mediate area. 

Vienna is a thriving town of 10,000 
population, located on the banks of 
the Ohio River, six miles north of 
Parkersburg, W. Va., and six miles

south of Marietta, Ohio. The area 
is a good one for the water well drill 
er since it’s located in a rapidly ex 
panding industrial region. 

Norman operates throughout an 
area of about 250 square miles, in 
both Ohio and West Virginia. The 
terrain in which he operates is hill 
country except for a mile or so on 
each side of the river, which is mostly 
level or rolling country. Shale, slate, 
glacial drift, sandstone, and lime- 
stone are the rock formations he 
usually encounters and, of course, 
eravel in the river valley. 

The depth of wells is fairly con- 
stant in the valley, but back in the 
hilly section it’s another story. A 
good supply of water may be ob- 
tained at 50 feet in one spot, and in 
another location you might have to 
go to 250 or 300 feet. But Norman 
finds that the average water well is 
in the neighborhood of 110 feet deep. 

During the past year, Norman 
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drilled approximately 8,000 teet tor 
farm wells, and about 4,000 feet on 
industrial and suburban home jobs. 
He handles many blast hole jobs too. 
Last year, he drilled about 10,000 
feet for such concerns as the United 
Carbon Co., Inc., and the Calco 
Chemical Division, American Cyana 
mid Co. Both these firms are invest 
ing millions of dollars in industrial 
enterprises in the area. 


Holes Drilled to Halt Landslides 

but profitable 
source ol this versatile 
contractor comes from the State 
Road Commissions of West Virginia 
and Ohio. In hilly country, most ot 
the highways are built around hill 
sides which are underlain with rock. 
After heavy rains or spring thaws, 
the earth becomes water-soaked and 
the vibrations of heavy traffic cause 
the dirt underneath the roadbed to 
break away from the higher ground

causing a slip or landslide. Highway 
engineers have developed a_ tech 
nique for handling these situations. 
The first step is to get a man on the 
job who can drill a lot of good sized 
holes in the ground pronto. If Non 
man is available, he usually gets the 
call. 

If the slide isn’t too bad, Norman 
usually sinks a row of evenly spaced 
holes on the lower side of the high 
way, extending slightly beyond the 
actual s'ide on both ends. These 
holes must go down until the rock 
formation is hit, and are usually 10 
leet or so into the rock. Steel “H” 
beams are then put into the holes 
and cement run around them. The 
protruding “HY” then 
laced together with reinforcing steel, 
und a cement cap run over all, thus 
forming a staunch retaining wall. 
If the slide is a bad one, the same 
procedure is often followed above 
the road. Steel rods, equipped with 
turnbuckles, are driven underneath

roadbed to connect the “H” 
beams below the road to the ones 
above. When the turnbuckles are 
tightened, the slide is trapped be- 
tween two walls of steel-reinforced 
concrete, anchored in solid rock. It’s 
a neat job, and adds up to a lot of 
profitable drilling. 

Phe deepest well Norman has 
drilled to date measured 1,045 feet. 
The greatest flow he ever had came 
from a well drilled for the Parkers 
burg Iron & Steel Co., Parkersburg, 
W. Va. It produced 600 Gpm. And 
looking over his records, he figures 
that completing seven wells, ranging 
from 85 to 110 feet in depth, in 10 
days is just about the fastest drilling 
that he ever did.

Narrowly Escapes Serious Accident 

Marvin Norman has faced many 
tough problems in his years of drill 
ing, but one of the toughest, he re 
calls, happened in 1944 while drill 
ing a well for the TVA in ‘Vennes 


see. He was drilling through black 


flint rock, and was down quite deep, 
when the hole went crooked on him. 
In spite of all he could do, the 
situation became worse. Sharpened 


bits seemed to make no difference. 
Thinking the deal over, Norman de 
cided to try a shot of 10> sticks of 
dynamite. 

Lowering the charge to the desired 
depth, he fastened one end of his 
shooting wire to the hot wire on the 
horn of his truck. He grounded the 
other end on the motor of the truck 
to complete his circuit. The charge 
exploded, blowing the shooting wire 
out of the hole and high into the 
air, where it came into contact with 
a power line. Norman still had the 
other end in his hand, and he wryly 
admits what happened alter that was 
shocking. A little later, he was tell 
ing a TVA engineer of the mishap. 
The engineer shook his head in 
amazement. “You're lucky to” be

For his advertising, Norman relies 
mostly on boxed ads in the classified 
section of the telephone directory, 
and an occasional ad in the two local 
daily newspapers. But most of all, 
he relies on word-of-mouth advertis 
ing. Norman puts it this way. “Bill 
Jones wants a water well. He reads 
an ad, puts the paper down, and 
wonders if the driller is really any 
good. Maybe he calls you, maybe 
not. But when John Smith, his neigh 
bor for years, says: ‘Get Norman to 
drill your well! He’s the fellow who 
drilled mine, and he did a good job.’ 
Phat usually convinces Bill Jones to 
call you because he knows his neigh 
bor got a good well, and he wants 
one like it.” 

Norman has had his share of dry 
holes, but none put him in a tighten 
spot than one he drilled at Harris 
ville, W. Va., a few years ago. One 
well yielded a good part of the town’s 
water supply, and had been produc 
ing at a high rate for several years. 
Suddenly it went dry. Norman was 
called in to examine the well, and to 
drill a new one if necessary. Marvin 
couldn’t find out why the well dried 
up so quickly, so he selected another 
location, and started drilling a new 
well. This one was some distance 
away from the first well, and Not 
man was sure he would get water. 
But he didn’t; it was a dry hole. 
Meanwhile, the town’s water supply 
was getting very low. Though slight 
ly red of face, Norman relocated, 
began drilling again, and in a few 
days brought in a good well, at about 
the same depth as the two dry ones. 


Drills for Oil at Belmont 
When visited by the writer, Nor 
man’s two 22-W’s were working at 
Belmont, W. Va., a small Ohio Rivet 
town where in January of this year 
another driller, trving for a water

well in the back yard of Brady Hig 
gins, struck oil instead. ‘The well 
came in at about 20-barrels at a 
depth of 250 feet and created a drill 
ine boom. Drillers flocked to Bel 
mont from three states and it wasn't 
long until Marvin Norman had one 
olf his 22-W’s there to drill in the 
No. | well on the Jim Adams prop 
erty. This well came in at 549 feet, 
and pump tested 12-barrels a day. 

Norman contracted “oil fever” and 
in partnership with John Hickel, 
Dorr Casto, and Bruce Hoff, all 
prominent Parkersburg, W. Va., at 
torneys, bought a lease. Their first 
well came in at 453 feet, and pro 
duced 20-barrels a day. The yield 
soon dwindled to about 5-barrels, so 
they decided to case the well off and 
go deeper in hopes of getting some 
thing better. 

Meanwhile, Norman’s other 22-W 
was putting down another well on

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Spring Supplies 
Camp With Water 


N spite of many obstacles, a com- 
plete housing unit for sportsmen 
has been completed in the attractive 
Porcupine mountains, located in the 


Upper Peninsula at Ontonagon, 
Mich. The project was supervised 
through the Marquette, Mich., pris- 
on in cooperation with the Upper 
Peninsula regional headquarters of 
the Michigan conservation depart- 
ment. 

One of the most extraordinary and 
perplexing problems met in fitting 
the new camp for occupancy was the 
unusual water situation there. But, 
to the casual observer, it would ap 


pear that water should be no more a 
problem in the Porcupines than “‘po- 
tatoes in Ireland.” However, the 
physical strata immediately above 
Lake Superior in the Porcupine area 
is a sandstone base of such ample 
thickness that water could not be 
reached after drilling through as 
much as 250 feet of stratified bed 
rock. Because of the frigid weather 
conditions prevailing in this area 
during late fall and winter mont?s, 
it was beyond the bounds of reason 
to get water from the surface of Lake 
Superior by portable pump and suc 
tion connections. 

In a critical water situation ol 
this kind, nature seems always to 
smile in the contemplative back 
ground, tempting man to figure out 
why and how it can be done. In this 
case, however, all the well-laid plans 
of the men in charge fizzled out, and 
finally the state conservation depart- 
ment was asked to help solve the 
water supply problem. 

With their aid and mother nature 
still smiling in’ the background, 
workers were very fortunate to stum 
ble upon a heavy flowing spring 
which, after much work, was thor 
oughly encased with a concrete res 
ervoir. It’s now connected and 
stands ready to supply a sufficient 
quantity of water for new recreation 
facilities and for the sportsmen ot 
the future.

Adopt Constitution 
For Pennsylvania 
At Joint Meeting 
é N August 26, the eastern and 


western divisions of the Penn 
svivania Water Well Contractors 
Association held a joint meeting in 
the Mineral Science building at Penn 
State college, State College, Pa. The 
meeting was presided over by G. W. 
Walters and N. A. Cook, western and 
eastern section presidents respec: 
tively. Over 60 members attended. 

Guest speaker was John D. Ridge, 
professor of economic geology, who 
discussed ““The Contamination § ol 
Pennsylvania’s Ground Water Sup- 
ply.” Professor Ridge stressed the fact 
that the contamination of ground 
and surface water supplies in the 
state was definitely linked with in- 
dustrial water supply, pollution of 
streams, and mining. Acid water gen- 
erally is present in quantities directly 
proportioned to the amount of coal 
mined and drainage conditions in a 
particular area. Minerals dissolve | 
by acids enter the water streams and 
are detrimental. 

Water from rains and streams fil 
ters down through the surface soil 
into the water table, where it is still 
active and moving. Below this area

the saturation level is reached. The 
water is less active and becomes avail- 
able in larger quantities. This satu- 
ration area contains less acidulous 
waters than those in the upper strata. 

The only way to seal off these more 
acidulous waters, Ridge pointed out, 
is to reach a lower level and to case 
off the upper levels with well pipe 
made of an acid resisting material. If 
a thick layer of clay is encountered 
beneath this area, Ridge said, it may 
provide a good seal around the pipe 
and prevent the water from the up- 
per areas from reaching the less 
acidulous ones.

Cox asked the drillers to look upon 
the health department as a_ public 
servant or police force, ready and 
willing to aid the driller at every 
turn in providing the public with 
safe and sanitary water supplies.

count. As a result, you have a net 
of only $888 to operate with during 
the year, for which you are paying 
$72 interest.

This sort of arrangement 
is obviously a better deal than the 
installment plan, however.

There are several other factors 
which may crop up to affect the cost 
of your loan. Some banks charge to 
investigate your credit rating, levy 
service fees, and make charges on de 
linquent accounts. All of these things 
enter into the price you're paying.

Reporting to the water district, 
geodetic engineers disclosed — that 
four test wells, along a line parallel 
ing the coast and extending two 
miles inland, were producing salt 
water. A quarter-mile farther inland, 
another well is still fresh, according 
to C. Roy Browning, Tustin (Calif.) 
engineer and member of the wate 
district board. 

Continued drilling and testing has 
been authorized for another year, 
with costs to be shared by the Fed- 
eral government and the two dis 
tricts. 

\s a partial answer to the intru 
sion problem, the Orange County 
Water District has been purchasing 
surplus Colorado River water and 
sinking it underground to build up 
subterranean reserves. Experiments 
also are under way to treat sewage 
water, particularly from = industrial 
plants using up to 2,000,000 gallons 
per day, so the water can be sunk 
underground instead of running out 
to sea.
